A BIOHTeOCS AMENDMENT. 


Assemblyman Dooley has introduced 


ft joint and concurrent resolution for 
a constitutional amendment which 
ought to pass both houses without a 
dissenting vote. It provides that ten 
;»er oentatu of the voters of the State 
may in writing request or demand that 
any law or resolution made by the 
Legislature be submitted to a vote of 
the people of the State for their ap- 
proval or disapproval at the next gen' 
eral election. 


When a majority of the electors vot- 


ing at an election shall by their votes 
signify approval of a law, resolution or 
measure, such law, resolution or meas- 
ure shall stand as the law of the State, 
nnd shall not be overruled, annulled, 
set aside, suspended or in any way 
made Inoperative by executive act, by 
legislative proceeding or by judicial 
decision. When snob majority shall 
so signify disapproval, the law or reso- 
lution so disapproved shall be void 
and of no effect. 


Snob an amendment would insure 


more good and less obnoxious laws, as 
it would enable the people them- 
selves to repeal any act that may have 
been enacted through 
corrupt in- 


fluences or ignorance by the legisla- 
tures. It would be a check npou 
corrupt legislation, and tJiat is what is 
wanted more than anything else in the 
State of Nevada. 


ALQXR'S tJLTlMATCM. 


According to the latest press dis- 


patches MoKinle; and Alger have 
reached aa amicable understanding in 
regard to the latter's retirement. 


Ever since the pressure from Re- 


publican leaders to oust General Alger 
became so pronounced and aggressive 
that the Executive could no longer 
ignore it, the Secretary of War has 
been persistent in reiterating that be 
could not retire under fire. A plan 
has finally been evolved 'which will 
bring about the result and yet enable 
the President to cloak the practical 
dismissal of the Secretary. 


According to the terms as reported 


Alger will remain as a part of the Me- 
Kinler administration uutil >fter. the 
Court of Inquiry ou the Miles charges 
has completed ite labors, and possi- 
bly until within a few months of the 
opening of the Presidential campaign. 
He will then announce himself aoandi- 
dat« for the United States Senate from 
Michigan to succeed Senator' Me Mil- 
Ian, whose term will expire March 3, 
1901. This will^erve as the ostensible 
reason for his withdrawal trom the 
Cabinet, It will also enable him to do 
all the mischief possible in connection 
with the war swindles; retire without 
seeming to be fired out, and remove 
his cumbrous weight from MoKialey 
during the oampaipo, and everybody 
will be happy.
